The policy to which we have alluded is this— 
Contrary to the fact, the Southern Hierarchs, some 
time ago, told their people, or rather subjects, that 
“ the Abolitionists had, in effect proclaimed their 
sentence of non-fellowship with the South.” The 
truth is, the Abolitionists had, as a body, done no 
more than to exhort the slave-holding Baptists to 
repent of their enormous wickedness in making 
merchandize of men, and to put away from them 
this greatest of crimes, and had given them to un- 


I was speaking of the religious advantages of the 
slaves in a Christian community. My statements 
referred particularly to their privileges during the 
six working days. I have not yetheard of any ex- 
ceptions to the representation there given. We 
are brought then, to the Sabbath, as affording all 
the oportunities, real or ostensible, enjoyed by the 
hard working disciple of Jesus—all that are pro- 
vided for him by his fathers and brethren in the 
church—all that the hardened, or awakened, or re- 
turning sinner is allowed.

ADDRESS. 


The Board of Managers of the Baptist General 
Convention for Foreign Missions have observed, with 
painful interest, indications of a tendency on the 
part of some of their beloved brethren and co-adjz- 
tors, to withdraw from the missionary connection in 
which they have been happily associated for so 
many years. And they are constrained by their 
sense of duty to the interests entrusted to their care, 
by their love tothe Redeemer and the souls for 
whom he died, and by their affectionate regard to 
all who at any time have extended their aid to the 
Foreign Missionary cause, to remind their brethren 
of the design of their association and the principles 
on which it was formed and has been conducted, 

The primary and exclusive object of the founders 
of the General Convention, as expressed in the pre- 
amble to the constitution, was to “send the glad 
tidings of salvation to the heathen, and to nations 
destitute of pure gospel light.” For the prosecu- 
tion of this one object the Board of Managers was 
created, and empowered to act on their bebalf; and 
to this alone (with the exception of a temporary, 
authorized, divergence to Home Missions and Ed- 
ucation,) have the Board down to the present mo- 
meant been restricted. So deeply indeed have the 
Bourd been impressed with the vastness and im- 
portance of this object, and with their responsibili- 
ty for its faithful prosecution, that they have stren- 
uously withstood every influence that threatened to 
turn them aside from it, and have even refrained 
from what would have been deemed by some a jus- 
tifiable expression of their sentiments oa contruver- 
ted subjects, lest an unfavorable reaction should re- 
sult therefrom upon the interests of this endeared 
and sacred cause. 

Corresponding with the oneness of the object for 
which the Convention was organized, is the sim- 
plicity of the terms on which co-operation for its 
accomplishmeyt may be proffered and received.— 
Our venerated fathers who constituted the original 
Convention, contemplating in the new organization 
the prosecution of the Foreign Missivnary enterprise 
aloue, and justly appreciating the vast extent of 
the work and the demands which it would make 
upon the sympathies and resources of all benevolent 
hearts within the bounds of the community whom 
the Convention was designed to represent, were 
careful to lay no obstruction in the way of any in- 
dividual who might be disposed to co nmunicate to 
its funds, nor any restriction on the liberty of coun- 
sel or direction in its concerns, further than was 
judged indispensable to their efficient and safe ad- 
ministration. Their purpose, distinctly avowed in 
the preamble already alluded to, was the ‘ eliciting, 
combining, and directing the energies of the whole 
denomination in one sacred effort.’ And it was 
with evident reference to this proposed universality 
of interest and effurt, that they assumed the co.n- 
prehensive designation, ** The General Convention 
uf the Baptist Denomination in the United Stares,” 
ete. In accordance with this desigo of securing the 
widest possible co-operation, the provisions forthe 
admission of members into the Convention were 
made exceedingly simple and few. By the consti- 
tution as it now stands, and has always stuod, the 
right to a seat or representation in the Convention 
is based only on two conditions: Ist. That the 
religious body or the individual be of the Baptist 
Denomination; and 2d. That the same shall have 
contribu:ed to the Treasury of the Convention a 
specifie! annual sum. For appointment to the 
Board, the individual, being a meinber of one of the 
religious bodies represented in the Convention, 
must also “ be amember of some Baptist church. ” 
Beyond these specilications it was deemed inexpe- 
dient to go.

Atthis Convention it is 
probable some decided measures will be adopted—at 
least tne Southern delegates will go fully and firmly 
determined to point out the disasirous consequences 
which must inevitably result from the course pursued 
by their anti-slavery brethren ; to state that, if this 
course is approved or sustained by the Convention, 
it will necessarily lead to a separation.

with the marked kindness and hospitality of the 
citizens; but the excitement of the Presidential 
contest, then at its height, was a sad interference 
‘with the claims of the Gospel. We have. still 
ithe hope that our labors were not in vain in the 
Lord. 

On the 3Ist ult. J assisted in constituting 
the Little Scwickly church, on Mars-Hill, Sew- 
ickly township, in this county, aud nearly mid- 
way between this place and the city of Pitts- 
burgh. ‘he namber of constituent members 
was OL, and two were added by Laptisin on the 
following day. ‘This church was gathered 
through the instrumentality of brother Milton 
Sutton, whose diligent efforts in this field, and 
at M’Keesport (in connection with brother E. 
M. Miles) have beer greatly blessed. 

The revival at N. Staunton in this vicinity, in 
the early part of the summer, has measurably 
abated. ‘here are, however, several anxivus 
inquirers fur the way of salvation, and I earn- 
estly hupe, as the all-absorbing excitement in 
politics abates, to see the cause of Zion pros- 
per among us.

The ordinance of Parliament, requiring 
sprinkling in lieu of Baptism, was in 1644. 

The following act of Parliament is dated May 
2, 1648: “ Whosvever shall say that the bap- 
tism [sprinkling, as it then had become] of in- 
fants 1s unlawful and void—or that such persons 
ought to be baptized again, upon conviction by 
the oath of two witnesses, or by his own confes- 
sion, be ORDERED to renounce his said error in 
the public congregation of the parish where the 
offence was committed ; and in case of refusal, 
he shall be committed to prison dill he find 
sureties that he shall not publish or maintain the 
said error any more.” 

Great persecutions of the Baptists, in conse- 
quence of this ordinance, were experienced, and 
for no other offence—only for baptizing profess-
